Ü W ISE LEGISLATION. 


JOHN NUGENT. 
The dentil of John Nugent ia announced. 
He was at one time a very prominent jour­ 
nalist, having been the proprietor and 
editor of the original San Francisco Herald, 
which acquired a wide reputation under 
bis management, in the Vigilance Com­ 
mittee period of 1836, however, Mr. Nu­ 
gent made a fatal blunder. 
Failing to 
catch the prevailing tone of public opinion 
he took ground against the Vigilance Com­ 
mittee. 
This course was so strongly 
resented that all the merchants withdrew 
their advertising patronage iron his paper, 
and after a brief struggle the Herald col­ 
lapsed. In 1868 Mr. Nugent made an 
effort to revive the paper, and so great had 
its reputation for ability been that he was 
enabled to raise a large amount of capital. 
The new Herald was ushered into exist­ 
ence in a very pompous and peculiar way, 
and for some months it perplexed and as­ 
tonished the community with a kind of 
editorial writing so strange as to be almost 
weird. It was not, however, a captivating 
style, and it soon became evident that 
either the editor or the public taste had 
undergone some radical change, for cer­ 
tainly the new Herald was by no means 
conspicuous for ability or genius, at least 
as those attributes were understood by the 
new population of San Francisco. After a 
brief ana troubled career, embittered by a 
fierce telegraph war, the financial backers 
of Mr. Nugent became hopeless of success, 
and so the Herald disappeared for the sec­ 
ond time. Mr. Nugent had some very 
exalt°d ideas in regard to the external 
trappings of journalism, but he lived to 
learn that no matter how tine the furniture 
of a printing office, if it is not well supplied 
with practical sense it cannot be made to 
succeed.- ■ • — ■■

THE JEWS IN KD5SIA. 
The old antipathy of the Russian Gov­ 
ernment to the Jews has broken out again 
with renewed virulence. It appears to 
have begun with wild suspicions of Jewish 
complicity in the plots of Kihiii.-:*—sus­ 
picions for which no warrau; lias been 
shown, and which are almost certainly 
without any foundation in fact. It has, 
however, afforded an excuse for a renewal 
of the old persecutions, and something like 
a Jewish exodus from Russia seems to have 
commenced. 
It is evident that this 
strange enmity to the Jews is alike bar­ 
barous and dangerous. Russia has before 
now been made to feel the disastrous effects 
of her injustice and persecution at critical 
junctures, and there is no question that 
the hour of retaliation for her victims will 
strike again. When it is remembered how 
large an influence the Jews wield over 
European finance it will be seen that a 
Government over head and ears in debt, 
and likely to lie plunged into a colossal 
war within a twelvemonth, is practically 
at the mercy of the men who control the 
money market. The fate of a Russian 
loan can at any time be decided by a few 
of these financial leaders, and the national 
spirit among the Jews ia so powerful that 
their action in such a matter is bv no 
means improbable. In fact it may be said 
that there is scarcely any other people in 
Europe who could not be outraged by 
Russia with less serious consequences than 
the Jews. They can strike back with 
tremendous force, and in a way which 
puts all defense out of the question. 


The heroine of a recent novel is described 
by au English reviewer as “ a girl who isa 
renowned beauty, has seen much of the 
world, and is full of good sense and good 
feeling, but consents to marry the first man 
that asks her, rather from an exaggerated 
idea of his feelings than from any corre­ 
sponding affection of her own." 


The Senate has passed another anti- 
Chinese bill, empowering municipalities to 
remove the Chinese beyond their limits. 
The utility and wisdom of enacting such, 
laws as this are even more questionable 
now than liefore the United States Circuit 
Court had declared the corporation bill 
unconstitutional. The new bill was de­ 
fended in the Senate on the ground that it 
was not in conflict with the State Consti­ 
tution. Surely this is not a respectable 
argument in such a case ? It is notorious 
that the new Constitution is itself in open 
contravention of the supreme law of the 
land in several of its provisions, and that 
consequently these provisions are not 
worth the paper they are written on. But 
such legislation as has been liad this session 
on the Chinese question is not less impoli­ 
tic than futile, if the real desire of mem­ 
bers is to solve the Chinese problem, and 
the proof of this position is not far to 
seek. In the first place the passage of dis­ 
criminating and proscriptive laws against 
the Chinese when such law’s are known by 
all intelligent persons to be invalid, can 
only tend to foster and intensify the ill- 
feeling already existing on this subject 
among # the unthinking and ignorant. 
These people do not stop to draw rational 
distinctions. 
They are swift to adopt 
Kearney’s suggestions that the United 
States Courts are somehow being prosti­ 
tuted to the use of the “ hell-bound Chi- 
“ nese lovers,” which comprehensive phrase 
is made in the fancy of the Sandlots to 
embrace all the law-abiding classes. In 
this way the idea of an irrepressible con­ 
flict between the State and Federal 
Government is being instilled into 
the 
minds 
of 
many people who 
cannot do their own thinking, and 
the result is to render them more 
prone than ever to violent measures, and 
less amenable to reason. It is presumable 
that legislators who defend and vote for 
unconstitutional measures of the persecut­ 
ing kind, do so in order to make for them-' 
selves desirable records. In this also we 
think they are quite mistaken, believing 
that the best and most enduring record 
public men can make is founded upon un­ 
compromising sincerity, truthfulness, and 
independence. Kane’s bill is not capable 
of being put in operation. 
That fact was 
certainly understood by all who voted for 
it. It would therefore have consorted 
better with their dignity and self-respect, 
had they resolutely refused to indorse a 
measure which they well knew to be of no 
effect, and which could only entail perfect­ 
ly useless expenditure of the public funds 
in testing its constitutionality. In such a 
case they might well have taken the posi­ 
tion tliot a regard for economy required 
them to oppose legislation which was no 
better than spreadeagleisni so far as prac­ 
tical results go, and the passage of which 
could only create expectations among the 
ignorant, the failure of which would be 
suee to increase the dangers of a suf­ 
ficiently critical situation. 
In the second place, the enactment of 
such laws as this prejudices California with 
the reBt of the Union, and at a time when 
it ia specially desirable that all such causes 
of disgust and repulsion should be avoided. 
For whatever weak-minded politicians may 
tell tlieir constituents on the stump, the 
fact is certain that the Chinese question 
can never be settled until it is settled at 
Washington, and that whatever looks like 
persecution on this coast lias a direct ten­ 
dency to retard all remedial action at the 
seat of government. Anti-Chinese bills, 
consequently, are the worst policy that 
could be pursued here, and their passage 
reacts strongly against the best interests 
of the California workingmen. Indeed it 
must be said that the chief obstacles to 
progress in this connection have from the 
first been created by local politicians, 
whose tendency to demagogism has re­ 
peatedly checked fair hopes of relief by 
causing a revulsion of feeling in Congress, 
or among the classes whose opinions sway 
Congress. Local politicians have iu these 
eases sacrificed the public good to their 
petty personal ambitions, and both parties 
have been equally culpable in this regard, 
for each has been fearful lest the other 
might score a point in advance, and so 
the most irrational and indefensible 
propositions have been accepted by 
all without remonstrance. It is prob­ 
able that the California public are 
alone capable of putting an end to this 
mischievous and foolish course, by making 
it understood that they are not deceived as 
to the true significance of these preposter­ 
ous bills, and that they do not propose to 
credit the framers and backers of them 
with any public spirit for their action. 
The Kane bill would never have passed the 
Senate if members had been convinced that 
their constituents saw through the motives 
which actuated them iu voting for it, but 
while it is believed that the people applaud 
every blind and impracticable assault ou 
the Chinese, this kiud of useless and stupid 
legislation will doubtless continue. We 
think it is time the public showed their 
comprehension of the fact that the Chinese 
can never be made to “ go” by any such 
measures as these, but that such measures 
tend to prevent the enactment of the only 
kind of laws which will solve the problem. 
Defying the United States Constitution is a 
very poor sort of game, and in the end it 
is liable to become a very expensive game 
in more ways than one. 
ERRONEOUS CONCLUSIONS. 
It is understood that efforts were made 
by some persons to persuade the members 
who visited the debris-devastated district 
the other day that it was impracticable to 
restraiu the debris by any plans yet pro­ 
posed, and that consequently it would be 
useless to do anything which did not in­ 
volve the stopping of hydraulic mining al­ 
together. Such representations are alto­ 
gether misleading, and could only be made 
either by such as did not understand the 
subject, or such as desired to prevent all 
legislation, to the end that litigation might 
go on indefinitely. The volume of debris 
which has already been spread over the 
country visited by the members is indeed 
enormous, but it must be remembered that 
it represents the accumulations of a quar­ 
ter of a century. It has been sent down 
faster of late years, it is true, but this is 
because the filling up of the river beds has 
increased the grade and pitch. The build­ 
ing of the proposed dams would at once 
hold back the heavier material, and the 
water then flowing into the rivers, being 
free from deposit, and being also confined 
to its channels by levees below, would 
scour out the river beds, reducing the 
grade again, and restoring the original car­ 
rying capacity of the streams. There is no 
ground whatever for the supposition 
that the methods of relief proposed 
would not be thoroughly effectual. 
They are, it must be remembered, 
recommended by the best engineers 
in the State, after full and careful investi­ 
gation. Is it to be imagined that gentle­ 
men visiting the scene for the first time, 
ignorant of the whole subject, dependent 
for their ideas upon outside sugges­ 


tions, are competent to review the con­ 
clusions of the engineers ? To think such 
a thing possible would be to arraign the 
common sense of those concerned. The 
truth is, that the facts of the case are es­ 
tablished beyond controversy, and it is not 
practicable for the Legislature to reopen 
the conclusions which have been reached 
by scientific methods. 
The Legislature 
may satisfy it3elf that the representations 
of the extent of the evil have not been ex­ 
aggerated, but having done that, it is not 
competent to go behind the reports of the 
State Engineer and Colonel Mendell. 
Nothing could be more fatal to successful 
action in the premises than such a course. 
All that the Legislature can properly do 
now is to determine how the relief meas­ 
ures shall be arranged and paid for. This 
the people demand at its hands, and it 
should not at this late day endanger all 
remedial legislation by abortive and irra­ 
tional hesitation in accepting and acting 
upon the solid conclusions of engineering 
science. 
TES SANDLOTTERS. 
On Sunday Kalloch delivered a long 
address in which he endeavored to defend 
himself and his pals against the charge of 
using incendiary language. It was a so­ 
phistical und mgenious argument, but its 
fatal defect lay in the ridiculous assump­ 
tion that lie and his confederate dema­ 
gogues had at any time the least warrant 
for their seditious and truculent harangues. 
How utterly this man fails to understand 
his own position and responsibilities may 
be seen in his declaration that he had for 
months past been begging Kearney to be 
less violent in his language! Here, indeed, 
is a pretty spectacle. The Mayor of a great 
city, according to his own statement, im­ 
ploring a foul-mouthed ruffian who has 
daily disturbed the peace and incited to 
violence, to moderate the rancor of his 
tongue, instead of ordering the prompt 
arrest of the scoundrel, and flinging him 
into jail. Indeed, it is one of the pe­ 
culiarities of this Sandlot movement that 
its leaders do not seem to realize their own 
responsibilities at all, but proceed upon 
the theory that they have a perfect right 
to threaten the community as loudly and 
as often as they please. This confusion of 
thought is the natural outcome of that press 
demagogism which from time to time has 
given a factitious weight to Kearneyism, 
and has treated it as though the intem­ 
perate abuse of the Sandlots was sy­ 
nonymous with a decorous vindication 
of the right of free speech. The San Fran­ 
cisco mob has thus been taught to believe 
that free speech means incendiary speech, 
whereas it means nothing of the kind ; and 
so it is that the feeble attempts which 
have been made to punish Kearney and 
Gannon have been denounced as in the line 
of an attack upon free speech. Kearney at 
his last Sandlot meeting offered a set of 
resolutions of a highly characteristic kind, 
the purport of which was that if the Citi­ 
zens’ Protective Union would give the 
election to the Sandlots, and so enable the 
latter to frame and control the city govern­ 
ment, the agitation would cease “ for want 
“ of fuel.” The proposition was as fatuous 
as anything that ever emanated from the 
Sandlots, and the resolutions were as re­ 
markable for their amazing grammatical 
composition as for the absurdities they em­ 
bodied. They were, however, adopted as a 
matter of course. 
To-day will show 
whether Kearneyism Í3 to have a new lease 
of life, or is to approach its dissolution; 
but assuredly if it is not checked by the 
votes of the law and order party at this 
election the situation will be worse than it 
has ever been. 


TEE HARD TIMES COMMITTEE. 
Majority and minority reports havo 
now been made by the hard times com­ 
mittee, though it is not clear what reason 
for a minority report existed, inasmuch as 
both reports take practically the same 
ground on the Chinese question. Both re­ 
ports condemn unlimited Chinese immigra­ 
tion, and both agree that white labor is 
seriously handicapped in the race of life by 
such competition. 
The majority report 
recommends practical legislation moreover, 
and the general tone of both is such that 
Congress can hardly ignore the recom­ 
mendations, and iu view of the political 
importance of the vote of California this 
year, will be very unlikely to do so.

Following is the text of the resolution : 
Wiierbaa, The warm stream of the Atlantic, be­ 
fore entering the Gulf of Mexico, strikes against the 
eastern coast of the Isthmus of Panama, and would 
continue to the Pacific but for the existence of that 
narrow barrier; and whereas, after leaving the Guif 
it flows across the Atlantic past Great Britain, cre­ 
ating the temperate climate of that country, which 
otherwise would have the cold climate of Labrador; 
and whereas, it is an admitted scientific fact that a 
tide-level canal of sufficient width across Panama 
would change the course of the Gulf stream, and 
thereby freeze out the English-speaking nation; 
and whereas, the United States would thereby lose 
its chitf foreign market, which loss would not be 
counterbalanced by the new markets opened by the 
interoceanic canal; therefore 
Resolved, That we emphatically reaffirm the Mon­ 
roe doctrine, ami that we will bring it to bear against 
the inhuman designs of France in thus attempting 
to destroy her chief European rival aud injure the 
commerce of the United States. 
The joint resolution was referred to the Commit­ 
tee on lnteroccanic Canal.

Sim Francisco and the Chinn Trade. 
N ew Y ork, March 20th.—The Herald 
commenting on the Pall Hall Gazette's article 
on the China trade, says : While this feeling 
of alarm has been aroused in England, lest 
inroads should be made upon her trade by her 
most formidable competitor in the East, our 
own Congressmen perceive no possibilities in 
a new Chinese treaty beyond a settlement of 
the petty question of Chinese labor, which 
agitates one of our Pacific States. But the 
paramount question with China is the question 
of commerce, if the compact for protecting 
Chinese goes for nought, all the commercial 
stipulations will fall with it. This would be 
a fatal blow to our trade with Eastern Asia. 
Its greatest severity would fall on California 
itself, which by proximity of position should 
be the grand entrepot of American trade 
with China. If, instead of destroying, we 
cau extend our already large commerce with 
that quarter of the world, San Erancisco will 
become the great mart of Asiatic trade and 
its chief distributing point, not only of the 
United states, but for all the countries of 
South America. The future of San Eran­ 
cisco as a great emporium of commerce de­ 
pends on its availing itself of its incomparable 
local position for getting the greater share of 
a trade which has enriched every community 
which has been able to command it. The 
miserable, petty question which has been 
raised by low California demagogues respect­ 
ing Chinese labor seriously threatens, not 
only the commercial future of San Francisco, 
but American trade in the East. 
The Cohoes Strike. 
N ew Y ork, March 29th.—An Evening Post 
dispatch from Cohoes, N. Y., says: The 
strike in Harmony Mills has become general, 
and 5,000 workmen are now in the strike. 
The excitement is great. Five hundred looms 
are in operation. The more turbulent strik­ 
ers are held in check by the police. The 
mills have 275,000 spindles and employ 5.000 
operatives, distributing S125.000 monthly. 
This morning the section hands demanded 
that Thomas Brierly be notified to sever his 
eonnectien with the Union. The general 
manager refusing to yield to this, the section 
hands joined the strike. The Mayor has or­ 
dered a suppression of street demonstrations. 
Several arrests were made this morning, 
which caused much excitement among the 
workmen. The managers of the mills say 
that to yield to the demands of the workmen 
would be virtually turning the management 
of the mills over to the operatives.

AN IOWA STRAW. 
D es M oines, March 29th.—The Republi­ 
can primaries to the County Convention yes­ 
terday resulted in the election of Blaine dele­ 
gates. In this city the vote was nearly four 
to one, the Blaine men receiving 570 and 
Grant men 152; Sherman 2, Edmunds and 
Ilayes 1 each. Blaine’s support is a foregone 
conclusion. 
CONFERENCE OF BLAINE MEN. 
_ Chicago, March 29th.—A Journal Wash­ 
ington special says : It is reported a confer­ 
ence wifi be held here this week of leading 
Blaine men all over the country to compare 
notes and consult Senator Blaine. 
What Dr. Hammond Say* of Dr. Garrclon. 
New York, March 29th.—The Tribune 
says: It has been reported that after the 
battle of Antietam, Dr. Hammond, of this 
city, who was then Surgeon-General of the 
army, was going ever the battle-field caring 
for the wounded, when he encountered Dr. 
Garcelon, recently Governor of Maine. The 
operations of Garcelon upon the wounded 
were so brutal and so unlike those of a physi­ 
cian, that Hammond was obliged to remon­ 
strate with him, and to ask him to leave the 
battle-field. Hammond being interviewed by 
a reporter yesterday, declared the story to be 
entirely true, and characterized Garcelon as 
a butcher.

Secretary Sherman and the Chicago “ Tri­ 
bune” Editor. 
Chicago, March 29th.—The Inter-Oeean's 
Washington correspondent interviewed Sec­ 
retary Sherman respecting the published 
story that Hon. Joseph Medill, editor of the 
Chicago Tribune, had au interview with him 
in 1878, aud attempted to exact a premise 
that he would nullify the resumption Act, 
giving as a reason that otherwise he (Medill) 
would go to the wall on account of financial 
troubles. The Secretary made to the Inter­ 
Ocean correspondent a positive statement that 
such interview did occur ; that Medill left iu 
a towering passion because the Secretary re­ 
fused to accede to his wishes, and immediate­ 
ly began a series of attacks on him (Secretary 
Sherman) in the Chicago Tribune, which 
have continued up to the present time. 
This morning Mr. Medill’s paper, the 
Tribune, publishes an editorial denying the 
story in toto, suggesting that Secretary Sher­ 
man might have been mistaken in the identity 
of the conversation, and showing that there 
were many reasons why the story was false, 
the chief of which is the fact that the Tribune 
has been a strong and consistent resumption 
paper throughout this Administration. 
To-night the Inter-Occan has another 
Washington special which says that Secretary 
Sherman laughs at the logic and reasoning of 
the Tribune editor. It is understood, says 
the special, that Sherman proposes to “ carry 
the war into Africa ” if the Tribune's assaults 
upon him continue, by bringing forward some 
witnesses to the interview. 
Some of Mr. Medill’s friends claim that the 
topic of the interview between him and Sher­ 
man was the monetization of silver, aud not 
resumption. 
I’re-eiuiilion or ru b llr I.unds—Keller Bill. 
W ashington, March 29th.—Berry to-day, 
by request, introduced a bill providing that 
the mere occupation, inclosure or cultivation 
of public land shall not withhold it from pre­ 
emption and homestead settlement, and mak­ 
ing it a misdemeanor (punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or both, not exceeding §200 
ard six months) to prevent such settlement 
by force or intimidation. The bill ia not, 
however, to be construed to authorize settle­ 
ment on lands reserved by virtue of Federal 
authority, or lands not exceeding 160 acres in 
the occupation or possession of any person 
having valuable improvements thereon, when 
such person has taken, or shall hereafter take, 
the proper steps to obtain a title under the 
United States laws within a reasonable time 
after he has learned the condition of his own 
claim or right to the laud. 
Berry also introduced a bill to pay the 
claim of H. C. Wilson, of Tehama county, 
for property valued at §31,800, destroyed by 
Indians during the Indian war of 1878. 
The Federal Fish Commissioners aud the 
McCloud River. 
W a sh in g t o n , Aiarch 29th.—Professor 
Baird, in response to inquiries of Senator 
Booth, denies that there is any purpose on 
the part of the Federal Fish Commissioners 
to endeavor to reserve the whole of the Mc­ 
Cloud river from public use, tlieir only desire 
being to protect the river against any busi­ 
ness which would be injurious to the hatching 
operations, but not to prevent its use for or­ 
dinary purposes. 
Muscular Christianity. 
P ittsb u rg , March 29th.—A disgraceful 
row between two factions of the Oak Alley 
Presbyteran Church occurred this morning 
at the house of the janitor, whither one fac­ 
tion had gone to avoid a collision, but were 
met by the other party. A struggle ensued 
for possession of the piemises, in which ve­ 
hement language and chair-throwing figured, 
and which finally was stopped by the police. 
Riotous Demonstration 
C h a rlo tte v ille (S. C.), March 29th.—The 
holiday brought many colored people to town, 
and riotous fighting between them and a 
number of students resulted iu sev 
rests. 
FOitEIG.V NEWS. 
The I’arncll Kiot. 
E nniscarth y, March 29th.—The cause of 
the riot yesterday was as follows : Chevalier 
O’Clercy, Member for county Wexford in the 
late Parliament, seeks re-election as a Home 
Ruler, while Parnell has nominated two 
other candidates as Obstructionists, one of 
whom is very unpopular. The O’Clercy 
party, in a large body, some 10,000 strong, 
forcibly took possession of the platform, when 
Parnell arrived, accompanied by members of 
the Enniscarthy Club, aud attempted to get 
on the platform, but was received with shouts 
of “ No dictation!” His friends were at­ 
tacked, beaten and thrown down, several 
with bleeding heads. A body cf armed police 
was drawn up near the platform. Had the 
Parnell party been numerous, the list of cas­ 
ualties would have been very large. 
Electioneering Excitement iu tiie Initcil 
Kingdom. 
London, March 29th. — Passion Week, 
usually devoted in England to ecclesiastical 
observances, presented a singular spectacle, 
every corner of the three kingdoms being en­ 
gaged in passionate electioneering, which 
was scarcely suspended on Good Friday. 
Certain churches, where gorgeous ceremonials 
are practiced, were half empty, while the 
public halls were thronged with listeners to 
political liaraugue3. Every public house iu 
the metropolis is converted into Tory head­ 
quarters. Many theaters were closed through­ 
out the week, as they would have been 
scantily attended if open. The picture gal­ 
leries are deserted, the concert hails are only 
half full, the parks are desolate, and the 
shops are empty, the betr shops excepted, 
where the Jingo landlords and their custom­ 
ers carouse together. Every boarding is cov­ 
ered with political placards. Many private 
houses are displaying the bills of candi­ 
dates. Cabs, vans and other vehicles, public 
aud private, are similarly decorated. While 
the contest proceeds throughout England 
generally on broad public grounds, most of 
the metropolitan constituencies are preparing 
to vote on local issues and interests. Trades­ 
men rival the politicians in political activity 
ami extracting declarations against co-opera­ 
tion from numerous candidates, including the 
Right Hon. William H. Smith, at West­ 
minster. They show such strength that in 
Chelsea even Sir Charles Dilkes’ seat is con­ 
sidered imperilled. The lavish Tory expend­ 
iture is likewise contributing to that result. 
Sir William Harcourt’s seat from Oxford is 
likewise in danger on this account. The total 
number of candidates now reaches nearly 
1,100—comprising 499 Liberals, 495 Tories, 
and 97 Home Rulers. Both sides are attack­ 
ing nearly every doubtful seat, and barely a 
hundred constituencies are unoontested. 
The Russian Fleet iu the raellie. 
New Y ork, March29th.—A cable dispatch 
to the Herald from London says : A Rus­ 
sian Commissioner named Kiavalsky, who 
left Odessa on Maich 9th, is expected soon at 
San Francisco ou the cruiser Moscow. The 
ostensible object of the journey is to arrange 
for a line of steamers from California to the 
mouth of the Amoor river. The Russian 
fleet in the Pacific is greater numerically 
than the fleets of all other nations combined. 
It is said that Russia aud America are nego­ 
tiating concerning Klavalsky’s mission. 
America Competing with Russia Tor She 
Foreign Grain Trade. 
London, March 29th. — The Examiner 
says : We are not the only people affected by 
American competition. The Russians are 
complaining deeply of it. For some time 
past the- struggle between them and the 
Yankees for the supremacy of the corn trade 
has been a severe one ; but now the Ameri­ 
cans have so far developed their strength that 
they have actually had tho audacity to carry 
corn to Odessa, which is just as aggravating 
as we should find it if they commenced to 
ship coals to Newcastle. A few days ago an 
American vessel is reported to have touched 
at Odessa with a cargo of corn for the famine- 
stricken people in the Caucasus. One would 
have thought that as corn is as plentiful as 
dirt in the interior of Russia, it would have 
been cheaper to have exported the grain from 
Odessa instead of bringing it all the way 
across the Atlantic. But this dues not ap­ 
pear to be the case. Thanks to the corrupt 
system of subsidizing railways in Russia aud 
steamboat communication in the Black Sea, 
the freights charged are so excessive that 
merchants at Tiflis find it cheaper to bring 
over corn from America. 
Barone*» Coutt* and (be Liberal*. 
London, March 29th.—Barone-s Burdett 
Coutts, being asked to contribute towards 
Herbert Gladstone’s candidature for Middle­ 
sex, writes : “ I do not feel disposed to join 
this movement, because it seems to me that 
under the present circumstances of the world 
the country needs, above all things, a strong 
Government, and since the dissolution of 
Parliament in 1874, by Gladstone, the Lib­ 
erals have been too disorganized to offer such 
a Government to the country.” 
Dissension in the Turkish Cabinet. 
C o n st a n t in o pl e, March 29th.—There is a 
serious dissension in the Turkish Cabinet. 
The Grand Vizier proposed a reduction of 
the various pensions and the Sultan’s civil 
list. Mohammed Nedirn Pasha, Minister of 
the Interior, vigorously opposed the proposi­ 
tion, and.the Grand Viizer accused him of a 
lack of patriotum.

There is 
no lack of water nor want of energy, and 
the consequence is that things are going ou 
swimmingly.—[Calaveras Chronicle. 
There has been good sleighing for three 
months in Sierra valley, and it bids fair to 
last for another month. The snow has 
been a foot deep on the level, and the re­ 
cent storm must have increased the depth. 
During the week we have met aud con­ 
versed with farmers from all parts of the 
county, and the general expression is that 
all crops planted are looking fine and the 
prospect for an abundant harvest most fa­ 
vorable. The fruit crop in some localities 
will be a partial failure, and late frosts may 
yet do great damage.—[Shasta Courier. 
Amone; the foothills of the Coast Range, 
on the West Mide, new settlers are coming 
in, utilizing the springs, building family 
dwellings, and planting trees and vines. 
Cows are doing well out on the plains. 
Away from the river fair average cows 
yield a pound of butter a day, but wret 
bottom land is too cold for the grass to 
grow.—[Merced Express. 
The Chico Record learns from G. W. 
Dorn, who liad been on a tour of inspec­ 
tion through the Butte City and Pratt grant 
sections on Tuesday, that the grain is look­ 
ing splendid, and all that is wanted is 
warm weather. He says the prospect was 
never so encouraging at this season. From 
the southern portion of Tehama county 
and northern Butte we also learn that the 
grain is strong and healthy aud in excel­ 
lent condition. 
An old-time stock man of W hite Pine 
says the outlook in that section for stock 
and ranching the coming season is a 
gloomy one, from the fact that a scarc­ 
ity of water is almost inevitable. Al­ 
though there has been a considerable 
fall of snow this winter it is unusually 
small as compared with previous years, aud 
on White Pine Mountain, where two or 
three years ago the snow laid in the big 
canyons thirty or forty feet deep, there is 
hardly any this season. 
A letter from James Clarkson;Jr., now 
at Lakeview, written to his parents here, 
and dated March 1st, states that stock 
have fared baffly in the Goose Lake coun­ 
try this winter. A great many cattle have 
died in the vicinity of Lakeview. The 
snow is between 30 and 40 inches deep on 
a level. The most of the fences are drifted 
out of sight, and snow m places about six 
feet deep. Hay is very scarce and cannot 
be bought at any price. People think the 
snow will stay on the ground until the 
middle of April, which will cause the loss 
of many mere cattle and horses.—[Yreka 
Journal. 
TEJ CHINESE QUESTION. 
Viaws of the Minority of tho “ Hard 
Times ” House Committee. 
[Delaved telegram.] 
W ash in g to n , March 27th.—The minor­ 
ity report of Representatives Sherwin of 
Illinois and Martin of North Carolina, two 
members of Congressman Hendrick B. 
W right’s select committee appointed to in­ 
quire into the causes of the depression of 
business ami labor, ha3 been printed. They 
think that the evidence taken in California 
discloses severe depression of iabor and 
business there, but they cannot assent to 
all the statements and conclusions of the 
majority report. They cannot agree with 
them in ascribing the depression which ex­ 
ists entirely to the presence of the Chinese. 
In their opinion other causes nave operated 
to bring about that state of things. They 
say: “ The evidence shows that after the 
discovery of gold in California all kinds of 
business was unnaturally stimulated. 
Immense public works were under 
construction for several years, caus­ 
ing an unusual demand for labor. 
Prices of all kinds, including that of labor, 
were abnormally high, and speculation 
and expectations of making and securing 
fortunes without work became common 
among all classes of people. These things 
had created a state of business and society 
ill-prepared to withstand the changes 
caused by a cessation of the great improve­ 
ments and the diminished extent of their 
mining operations, which afterward took 
place. Business and lal>or have not yet 
adjusted themselves to the changed condi­ 
tion of affairs, and until they have done 
so the depression must of necessity exist, 
and no legislation can prevent it. The 
undersigned also think that, with business 
depressed aod many laborers out of em­ 
ployment, the presence of a large colony 
of Chinese among them who labor for 
greatly reduced wages, and who have in­ 
vaded the ranks of skilled and unskilled 
labor alike, and who a'so carry on farming 
and many branches of manufacture ami 
trade, has increased and aggravated 
the trouble and led to tumult and 
confusion among the people. An Ameri­ 
can who believes that’ the glory of his 
country consists in the comfort, intelli­ 
gence and prosperity of its artisans and 
workmen, which can only exist when their 
toil is reasonably compensated, cannot but 
look with great concern upon the commg 
of large numbers of Chinese to our shores. 
The existence of large bodies of Chinese 
laborers in any American community tends 
to debase all labor. They come, and al­ 


ways remain strangers. They have no 
conception of our state of society or our 
political institutions, and have never 
shown any ability or desire to understand 
them, or to conform to our customs or 
laws. 1 hey come here under contracts to 
labor, which are really badges of servitude, 
as they do not receive themselves the 
wages earned by them. They bring no 
families with them, and they live on a 
scale of economy which no American la­ 
borer can endure. We do not believe that 
a struggle for existence should be inaugu­ 
rated in our country between the 
great body of our people who rely 
upon wages for their support and 
the horde of Chinese who will invade 
our shores. The evil effects of Chinese 
immigration are now only local, confined 
principally to California, and with these it 
is not claimed that Congress should or can 
interfere; but it is the thought of this 
minority that Congress should guard 
against the future, and prevent an increase 
of the evil from further large additions to 
their number by immigration. In conclu­ 
sion, this minority would say that they 
coincide with the almost unanimous opin­ 
ion of the citizens of California, as ex­ 
pressed at the polls, that Chinese immigra­ 
tion shall be checked, and would recom­ 
mend that Congress and the Executive 
should at once inaugurate measures to re­ 
duce to a minimum their further influx 
into this country.” 
The majority report, expressly recom­ 
mending the enactment of tho Fifteen- 
l’assenger bill, aud also the abrogation of 
two articles of the Burlingame treaty, was 
signed by Representatives Wright (Penn­ 
sylvania), Dickey (Ohio), Murch (Maine), 
and O’Connor (South Carolina).

A French physician, who had occasion to 
study the effects of turpentine on some 
300 painters coming under his observation, 
arrives at the conclusion th at the injurious 
effects produced by turpentine fumes can 
never be sufficiently severe to cause death, 
unless they be volatized in an extremely 
confined space—that, where there are free 
movement of the air and good ventilation, 
there need be no fear whatever of fatal ac­ 
cidents from this cause. 
H e further re­ 
marks th at the 
vapors of 
turpentine 
coming from different sources have not at 
all the same energy ; th at of the French 
product, for instance, being far less injuri­ 
ous than those of Hungarian or American 
turpentines. 
Again, such evil effects as 
are produced are, he says, mostly in the 
cases of workmen uuused to the trade, a 
very short time, however, sufficing to ac­ 
climatize them thoroughly. 
The most 
general form of indisposition met with 
among them, which may be directly a t­ 
tributed to the turpentine, are headache, 
watering of the eyes, coryza, cough, granu­ 
lation on the larynx and disordered diges­ 
tion.

Replying to-night, Kalloch produced 
reports of his speeches, and called upon them 
to show where the incendiarism came in. He 
also referred to his statements regarding the 
steal question, and substantially reiterated 
them, quoting Supervisor Torrey as having 
congratulated him on preventing the passage 
of certain jobs by the Board 
Torrey failed to deny the impeachment, 
and though some of the members took up 
the question on behalf of the Board, the ad­ 
vantage in the skirmish was decidedly in 
favor of the Reverend Mayor. 
After his bout with the Board, Kalloch 
went down to Union Hall, where a large 
mass meeting of Workingmen and their 
Democratic allies was in progress. Here he 
rehearsed his squabble with the Supervisors, 
not hurting his own side by the recital, to the 
manifest delight of his audience. 
Freud, Senators Satterwhite and Enos, 
and others also addressed the meeting. 
The Workingmen have less to say about 
the prospect of electiug their ticket than at 
any previous election. 
Whether this arises

When we have to 
decide who shall lower the beds of the stream , I sav 
let the State pay a part, the miners pay a part, and 
the parties directly interested pay a part. If that 
word is stricken out I will not vote for the bill. The 
bed cf the river has been raised ten or fifteen feet, 
and the water seeps through aud overflows the land. 
If we lower tin', bed, and it adds to the wealth of 
the man who owns the land, let him help pay the 
cost. 
If land lies below the river and is reclaimed, 
it ought to pay a portion of the expense. 
Mr. McIntosh said the State Legislature was re­ 
sponsible because the land was had. 
Through its 
negligence land had become covered with debris 
and was worthless. The State w as bound to remedy 
the wrong which had been enfore.d upon its citi­ 
zens. 
The only way to remedy it was to stop the 
debris. Tax the miners, who were the first catl§e of 
the evito. 
If necessary, stop the mines. 
He fa­ 
vored the amendment. 
Mr. Corcoran hoped the amendment would not 
prevail. 
It was necessary th at the Commission 
should know specifically what duties it had to per­ 
form. 
Mr. H artso n favored the amendment. He thought 
tbe great trouble complained of was debris, mod the 
Act ought to confiue itself to th at question, and that 
aJouc. 
Mr. Bennett said the am endm ent should be sup­ 
ported. 
The bill proposed to inaugurate a drainage 
system for the State of California. Th s was for­ 
eign to what was needed. The main question was 
th at of debris, and all tfforts should be confined to 
the regulation of this m atter. 
Mr. Youno stated that this was a compromise 
bill, and would have lo be taken as it was—the 
nearest approach to justice possible, considering all 
the circumstances. 
¡Some wished to make it an 
entire drainage and swamp-land im provem ent; 
others wanted to make it a State m atter, and no 
agreem ent was reached. 
It is suggested 
th at 
we lack the statesm anship to grapple with this 
question unless we pass some m t asure th at will af­ 
ford relief. 
Frivolous amendments will destroy the 
force of the bill. 
It has been prepared w ith the 
greatest care. 
I believe it is ju st and fair to all the 
interests concerned, and if it were the last leg ala 
tive act of my life I would stand or fall by it. The 
other day, when we were discussing a bill that did 
not provide for swamp land assessments, it was 
urged, it was charged, th at they desired to have 
their land reclaimed without assessment. 
Now' we 
have them in, and gentlemen say they ought not to 
be in there. 
Such objections will prevent any legis­ 
lation upon the subject. Those outside the dis­ 
tricts who arc interested in the navigation of the 
rivers should also pay their share. 
Each district 
ought to be under the management of its Directors. 
The bill is ju st and fair and ought to pass, with one 
or two amendments w hich I shall propose. 
Mr. Braunhart thought it would be extremely 
unjust to strike out the w*ord “ drainage.” If land 
would be brought under cultivation, why should it 
not pay something? 
A vote was taken on Mr. Cook's amendment 
striking out the word “ drainage,” and it was lost. 
An amendment was offered by Mr. Cam RON to Sec­ 
tion 3, th at the State Engineer be stricken from the 
Board anil the Secretary of State substituted in his 
place.

Mr. Bennett offered a substitute for Mr. Young’s 
bill, and on the question w hether the House would 
have the substitute read, pending the discussion of 
the bill under consideration, the ayes and uoes were 
called and were : Ayes 43, noes 31.

would nut vote to tax themselves if they could 
avoid it. 
Mr. Tyler said th at this hill would tax the whole 
State first, then the districts, and then the miners, 
and then the swamp land owners. 
The only ques­ 
tion involved by the am endm ent was w hether any 
districts should be formed. If adopted, it killed the 
bill. 
. 
Mr. H ardy said the people of the valleys would 
scarcely be expected to vote themselves into a dis­ 
trict to be taxed. 
He was opposed to the amend- 
in nt. 
Mr. Bf.nnett fn o red the amendment, and thought 
the people of ti e counties should have the right to 
vote as to wiiether they should he placed indruiuage 
districts or not. 
u ; course, he did not suppose 
that pe. pie would vote themselves into districts ii 
they did not des re it. 
Mr. H artson objected to the bill, because it con­ 
tained two systems, each entirely different. The 
two systems were put together to impose one upon 
the people because of the popularity of the other. The 
bill contained provisions the people would not subm it 
to. 
It was a system adverse to the interests of Napa 
county and the southern counties of the State, ami 
tbe people would repudiate any man v.ho foisted it 
upon the people. 
Mr. Youno said the Directors were to be selected 
hereafter, and he simply wante i the best of gentle­ 
men selected. 
People were protesting again»:, the 
overflow of debris, and immediate action was im per­ 
atively neces-arv. 
The tax proposed was just, and 
taxed those directly interesLed higher than others. 
This taxation was fair to the residents of the dis­ 
tricts as well as of benefit to the btate at large. 
Only those districts where immediate action was 
necessary w ould clamor fur action, and the taxation 
was placed at an equitable figure us regarded them. 
The m iners would be taxed at a just rate. 
It was a 
State question as well as a district question, and the 
equities involved should be maintained. He did not 
object to the people voting, but he did object to de- 
lav. 
Mr. G a f f e y was in favor of leaving all questions 
of taxation to a vote of the people. 
He thought, 
however, immediate action was necessary. 
At pres­ 
ent, under the circumstances, he should Vote against 
the amendment. 
Mr. Corcoran said the Supreme C u rt had decided 
in favor of the niiuers, and if they could go on w ith­ 
out taxation, of course they would not vote them ­ 
selves into districts to be taxed 
This amendment 
of the gentleman from Napa would destroy the bill. 
Mr. 8ISON thought a bili should be pas¿ed allow­ 
ing the farmers to sue the miners and force them to 
keep their debris in the mountains. 
Unless there 
was some amendment of this k nd he could not vote 
for this bi I. 
Mr. McCarty of Lake said this was a highly im­ 
portant que.-tion. The miners were taking out a 
great deal of money, and the debris was coming 
down upon the valleys. 
The question ought to be 
one of bropd statesmanship. 
A good bill ought to 
be perfected, if it t >ok the remainder of the session 
Keclam.tion districts had been formed and av ast 
amoimt of money expended. The bill seemed to 
him to be one cdculated to be of benefit in under­ 
standing the subject 
There would be separate dis­ 
tricts, and tho miners of course Would not vote to 
tax themselves. 
Mr. C a rr of Sacramento was surprised to see this 
amendment opp ,scd. 
Were member* afraid to lsave 
the question to a vote of the people t The voters 
would not indorse the drainage districts. The only 
question to be settl d was tne stoppage of the de­ 
bris. 
The people would take care of the levees 
themselvts. 
If Commissioners were appointed over 
them they would have no voice in the m atter. 
He 
was in favor of the amendment. 
On the adoption of the amendment the vote was 
ayes 34, uoes 40. 
Mr. ¡St a n l e y offered an amendment, providing 
th at no drainage districts should be formed outside 
of the Sacramento river. 
Mr. C o r c o r a n said the people of San Joaquin 
river are interested in this question. 
Mr. Messenger moved the indefinite postpone­ 
m ent of the amendment. 
Mr. H artson opposed the amendment. 
He spoke 
at some length ag.inst the bill. 
Mr. Levee w as opposed to the Browr. bill, but he 
thought from a miner’s standpoint this was more 
just. The miners knew th at something had to be 
done, and they were willing to accept the bill. 
Im ­ 
mediate acti**n was necessarv ; otherwise he would 
not oppose the submission of a vote to the people. 
He thought the amendment now proposed was 
special legislation. 
Mr. Bass hoped the bill would not prevail, be- 
c iu*e it would be an injustice to the people of his 
section. 
Mr. L e a c h could not see the justice of taxing 
high ton s to reclaim swamp lands. 
Mr. Stanley bad offered this am endm ent to test 
the sen-e of the Assembly, and he would not vote 
to put wbat he considered an u njust tax upon this 
qutstiou. 
He then withd e w his amendment. 
Mr. Carr of Sacramento offered an amendment, 
providing th at no lands should b* included in a 
drainage district except swamp and overflowed 
lauds 
Mr. H ardy thought the district system should 
not prevail. To ta . the district alone was unjust. 
Mr. May could not vote for the bill if the proposed 
am endm ent was incorporated. 
Mr. McCallíon offered an amendment, that no 
lands should be inciud d in a drainage district 
where Chinese labor was employed. 
Mr. Yocxo said all the counties were interested 
in the navigation of ihe S ic am ento river, and that 
when th at river was cl*«ed they would 
ay a far 
greater tax in increased freight than the tax pro­ 
posed by this bill. 
The Chair stated the question on the amendment 
relative to the employment of Chinese. 


Mr. May—I am entirely worn out with this petty 
fight on this question, and I therefore move that 
the whole bill be indefinitely postponed. 
Mr. Tyler sai.l th at he had been all the tim e in 
favor of a ju st and equitable t ill relative to se­ 
curing the navigation of the Sacramento river, and 
of legislation which should afford the relief asked 
f<»r, and he would inform those interested in this 
bill th at this was the last opportunity which would 
be afforded to put through any measure upon the 
subject in which money would be expended. We 
are now within two weeks of the close of the ses­ 
sion, and the very friends of the bill come in and 
hack and haggle it all to pieces. This is the last op­ 
portunity they will have to get aid upon this ques­ 
tion. 
If this bill does not go through properly, 
thev alone will be responsible. 
M r. Corcoran said that in view of the present ex­ 
cited stare of feeling upon the subject, it appeared 
th at no immediate conclusion would be arrived at, 
and he therefore moved th at a rcc jss be taken until 
7:30 P. m. 
Carried—ayes 52, noes 20—and recess was taken. 
EVENING SESSION. 
Mr. Ycuno had various am endm ents read for in­ 
formation. 
Mr. Carr’s amendment, providing th at no land 
shall be included but swamp and overflowed laud, 
was before the House. 
Mr. McCallion proposed to exclude all lands on 
which Chinese labor is employed. 
Lo3t. 
Mr. Mat objected to the Carr a endm ent, on the 
ground that the burden would be left in a great 
measure upon the Stale. 
Mr. Carr of Yuba opposed the amendment. 
The 
very people asked to be excluded will get more 
benefits than any other class. The whole Sacra­ 
mento valley is beucfited by having the river cleared, 
and should pay more taxes than Los Angeles or auy 
other rem ote counties. 
The people in the district 
are willing to pay. 
Mr. IIartson said this was an im portant question. 
The bill is against nine-tenths of his constituents, 
and the amendments are proper. The bill provides 
that the whole State shall be divided into drainage dis 
trictsat the whim of three men. The drainage districts 
may extend all over the State, against the wishes of 
the people. 
He should protest against th at part of 
tho bill in behalf of his constituents. 
The miners 
have done this wrong, and they ought to pay the 
damages. They should be held jointly responsible 
for the injury. 
There is a bill now pending which 
makes them jointly responsible for the injury. 
He 
m ight vote for a proper debris bill, but not for this. 
Mr. Tyler said he thought tim e enough had been 
wasted on this bill. These amendments are frivol­ 
ous, and are not worthy of serious consideration. 
Mr. Anthony said this was no trivial question. 
He was in sym pathy w ith the amendment. 
It was 
the last hope of his county, which has no land to be 
benefited. 
The entire m atter is left in the hands 
of these men, who may do as they please. The 
poor men whose farms have been buried up will bu 
taxed twice under this bill. 
The bill is contrary to 
the common principles of our Government. 
Mr. F inlayson said a false issue had been raisod. 
There is no danger of Napa being included in these 
drainage districts. 
N either will the lower counties 
be pu t into drainage districts. 
The district will 
be comprised of a natural system of drainage. 
He believed the interests of the State would be sub­ 
served by saving this section of country from de­ 
struction. 
Mr. Young said the high-land owners in these 
districts were directly interested in the navigation 
of the rivers. The am endm ent would simply kill 
the hill. 
Mr. Corcoran said he had for the first time 
learned th at this bill was for the purpose of reclaim­ 
ing swamp lands. 
If this amendment is adopted, it 
will be impossible to form the San Joaquin valley 
into a drainage district, which embraces a district of 
9,000,000 acres, prouucing annually 500,000 tons of 
grain. 
In consequence of the obstruction in the 
river, navigation is difficult, and were it not for these 
obstructions, §250,000 a year would be saved iu 
rates of transportation. 
The State has no right to 
reclaim any swamp lands, and that is what the 
a rm ndm ent aims at. If that amendment is adopted, 
Golu->a county will lose §170,000 a year in trans­ 
portation ratc9, an l all the other counties in propor­ 
tion. 
This am endm ent says nothing shall be doue 
towards cleaning out the rivers. 
Mr. Bruner said members seem to lose sight of 
the main point. 
Now, thef farmers are being ruined 
und the minera are causing the destruction. The 
State does not want to go into the business of re­ 
claiming lands or cleaning out all the rivers. 
It 
c mes to this, th at m ining m ust be stopped or the 
State m ust protect the farmers. 
Can this State 
afford to allow the Sacramento valley to be ruiued ? 
He thought not. 
Let the State take care of the 
debris, and tne swamp laud man can reclaim his 
own land. 
1 he State can impound this debris, and 
th at will be good for a time. 
If it is not done, 
Sacramento and the hay will be ruined. 
Mr. Lane said if mining ij stopped the work will 
have to be done anyway. 
Mr. McDadk said he had seen the damage, and the 
Leg slature m ust deal with the effect w ithout deal­ 
ing with the cause. 
Mining had been tolerated for 
a num ber of years. 
There is no decision of any 
Court which allows them to pollute the waters. 
If 
this State tax is voted it will be a recognition of this 
evil by the State. 
The State will have to pay $350,­ 
000, and of th at San Francisco will have to pay 
§200,000. 
And the State will have to continue these 
appropriations every session or lose all that has been 
paid. 
If the State made the miners take care of 
the debris in the mountains, a solution will soon be 
reached. 
If the miners arc making so much money 
let them take cure of the debris. 
The ayes and noes were called on the am endm ent 
and it was lost by a vote of 23 to 42. 
Mr. Chandler moved to amend Section 4, so that 
the Board of District Directors should be elected 
by the people of the district. 
Mr. Chandler said he considered that a necessar\ 
amendment. The first Directors m ust be appointed, 
but after th at there is no reason why the districts 
should not elect such men as they may choose. 
Mr. Braunhart favored the amendment, as the 
people should have the choice of Directors. 
Mr. Young opposed it, as it would produce no 
particular good, and entail a heavy expense. The 
next Legislature can provide for an election if 
necessary. 
Mr. May bell said the am endm ent was a good one. 
Such tow er should be placed where it belongs—in 
the hands of the people, and not in the Governor. 
The Governor would be stormed night and day by 
these opposing factions, and this is a kindness to 
the Governor, and it is the correct principle. 
Mr. Cook favored the amendment. 
Mr. May said it wouldn’t do, for local officers 
would be elected to control and disburse half a 
million of fetate money each year. 
It wou’d bo ab­ 
surd. They m ust be State officers, under the con­ 
trol of the Mate. 
If elected at all, they m ust be 
elected by the entire people of the S ate, and not 
loo ¡1 officers. 
Mr. Corcoran said the Governor anpoint3 three 
Harbor Comm ssioners, and they have inure power 
than this proposed Commission, and yet the Legis­ 
lature has not complained. The Governor appoints 
the State Engineer, and no objection is made. 
He 
agreed with Mr. May entirely. 
Mr. B ennett favored tbe am endm ent. The peo­ 
ple ought 1 1 elect the Commissioners. 
Mr. McCarty favored the amendment. 
Mr. Young said the district wou d be composed 
of counties and parts of counties, and how can 
they be elected t 
Mr. Finlayson opposed it. 
Mr. Carr of Sacramento su’d Mr. Young’s objec­ 
tions were not well grouuded. 
But the friends of 
the bill are oppose tn it. 
Mr. Tyler opposed the am endm ent. 
These men 
are to handle State money, and should be State 
officers. 
Mr. May said it was unconstitutional. 
Mr. Anthony was in favor of the amendment. 
O r a call of the roll Mr. Chandler’s amendment 
was adopted by a vote of 41 to 25. 
Mr. Young gave notice of a motion to reconsider. 
Mr Leach moved to indefinitely pus pone the re­ 
consideration. 
Mr. May sai 1 the r'ir.endment would kill the bill, 
and he should oppose the bill on constitutional 
grounds. 
Mr. Mathews said the swamp land districts are 
governed in precisely the saíne manner. They draw 
money from the State treisury. 
Mr. Youno moved t » re onsidcr at once the vote 
by which the am endm ent was qdopttd. 
Carried by a vote of 41 to 27. 
Mr Bennett m >ved to amend to allow the Gov­ 
ernor to remove the appointees. 
Mr. Maybell moved to strike out the en i t ting 
clause of the bill. 
On a call of the roll the motion was lost by a vote 
of 21 to 47. 
Mr. Bennett’s am endm ent was adopted. 
Mr. Corcoran moved the previous question on the 
bill, including Mr. Young’s am endm ents, and Mr. 
Dennett’s substitute. 
On a call of the roll the motion was lost. 
The bill was nude the order of the day for to­ 
morrow. 
Mr. Lever iroved to amend so th at none of the 
Directors sha’l be interested in swamp lands or hy­ 
draulic mines. Lost 
Mr. Youno moved to an en d Section 11, so that 
the Directors shall have no power to purchase or 
condemn any levees. 
Adopted. 
Adjourned.
